LET THE COURTS DECIDE 

The article by Jerry Roberts on 
SB 1 was a real disappoint¬ 
ment to me [see Guardian 
1/9/76). 

There was no new informa¬ 
tion about the substance of the 
bill, no legal analysis that 
might suggest how many of 
the bill’s provisions could sur¬ 
vive inevitable challenges based 
on the Bill of Rights: the 
1940 Smith Act, for example, 
cannot simply be "revived” 
by Congress; it was substan¬ 
tially found to be unconsti¬ 
tutional by the Federal courts. 


Why would anyone suppose 
SB 1 might escape the scrutiny 
of the courts, and with similar 
results? 

I am not counseling pas¬ 
sivity. I think the bill deserves 
to die in committee. But every 
generation seems to produce 
a war and every one seems to 
witness its own Alien and 
Sedition Act, which then must 
be painfully and meticulously 
disemboweled by the case law 
method. 

This is the operative mean¬ 
ing of the “eternal vigilance 
which is the price of liberty.” 

Few of these horrors have 
in the past been stalled or 
defeated in Congress. The 
chances are no more than 
even this time. Mr. Roberts 
should face the dismal reality: 
our Constitutional liberties do 
not survive because of Congress 
(still less through Presidents), 
but in spite of it. 

Whether SB1 becomes law 
or not, it will mark no water¬ 
shed in our national develop¬ 
ment. In fact, a reasonable 
argument could be made that 
freedom might be better served 
if it did pass, since that would 
provide concrete legal conflicts 
from which a number of Con¬ 
stitutional principles could be 
clarified and applied. 

No SB1 provisions were in 
force to justify the Ellsberg 
prosecution.

grows 

In my story on “The Candle¬ 
stick Park Swindle"* [1/16/76], 
credit should have been given 
to Chronicle columnist Abe 
Mellinkoff for writing on 
Nov, 10, 1975, that the Giants’ 
ball park is costing $1 million 
a year in tax money: $600,000 
from the hotel tax and 
$400,000 from the property 
tax, I haven’t noticed any 
other daily newspaper men¬ 
tioning that. 

There was another omission 
in my story* I should have made 
some effort to estimate how 
much of a subsidy has been 
provided for the Giants and, 
more recently, the 49ers for 
their use of Candlestick. This 
is tricky because there has been 
no study, the figures are buried 
in departmental budgets and 
hence no precise estimate is 
possible. But I will try from 
available information* 

The 1958 SF Grand Jury re¬ 
ported that $4*3 million allo¬ 
cated for other city use would 


be diverted to Candlestick Park 
to pay for access streets, sewers 
and water* The Grand Jurys 
foreman, Henry North, also re¬ 
ported that annual payments 
on the ball park during the 
first 15 years of bonded in¬ 
debtedness would be $990,000 
a year and revenues would 
cover only around half that. 

His forecast turned out to be 
fairly accurate* From what I 
can make of a revelation to 
the Guardian by A1 Sekara, 
chief accountant in the Utility 
Contracts section of the City 
Controller’s office, a surplus 
in the Recreation & Park Dept* 
budget of around $450,000 a 
year has been used to make up 
the difference in debt service 
and revenues* 

Add all that up and you get 
a figure of around $8 1 /a million 
to subsidize Candlestick from 
1960 through 1970, just for 
the baseball Giants. Add an¬ 
other $1 million a year in tax 
money since then to pay for 
stadium improvements and ex¬ 
pansion for 49ers football, and 
you get another $5 million* 

Altogether, then, I estimate 
it has cost the city between 
$13 and $14 million to sub¬ 
sidize sports at Candlestick 
Park these past 16 years*

Prisoner stabbed 
while lifting weights 


United Prisoners Union fears 
for San Quentin inmate's life 


Michael Guile, a prisoner who 
has been a plaintiff in class 
action suits against the San 
Quentin administration and 
is an active member of the 
United Prisoners Union, was 
stabbed in the prison’s upper 
yard Feb. 9* 

Pat Singer of the UPU, whose 
leader Wilbert “Popeye” Jack- 
son was assassinated in SF 
last June 8, and Richard Doc- 
toroff, Guile’s lawyer, say they 
fear for Guile’s life so long 
as he remains at San Quentin. 
Guile has a parole date set for 
September 1976* 

According to Singer, Guile 
was stabbed shortly after he 
was transferred from a racially 
integrated tier in San Quentin’s 
North Block, where Guile, a 
white, felt comfortable, to a 
racially segregated tier with 
white prisoners known to be 
hostile to his racial and poli¬ 
tical views* 

The day after his transfer. 
Guile was supposed to meet 
with the parole board in the 
morning and was taken to the 
upper yard to wait* 

There, at about 11 am, Guile 
was attacked by a small group 
of prisoners while he was lift¬ 
ing weights in the exercise 
yard. Pinned down by 300 


pounds of iron, he could not 
defend himself against his at¬ 
tackers* 

According to an eyewitness 
Singer talked with, guards in 
charge failed to act until at 
least 45 seconds had passed, 
then merely told the attackers 
to get back. Neither a whistle 
was sounded nor a warning 
shot fired, according to the 
eyewitness* 

However, William Merkle, 
spokesman for San Quentin, 
told .the Guardian an alarm 
was sounded right away, winch 
saved Guile’s life* 

Guile, bleeding from six deep 
stab wounds, was taken to 
Marin General Hospital where 
doctors removed his spleen* 
Guile was sent back to the 
prison hospital Feb* 17* 

Singer and Doctoroff are 
organizing a campaign to have 
him paroled before his Septem- 
be 1976 date since he has a job 
offer which entitles him to an 
earlier release* Singer, said 
the UPU has asked Gov. Brown 
to take action on the matter. 

“Why make this man lie in 
a prison hospital bed for the 
last months of his sentence?” 
she said* ‘There’s a real chance 
he could be attacked again.”

Making sense out of 

Widener’s 
Assembly race 

A move In Willie Brown’s campaign for Speaker? 


When Berkeley Mayor Warren 
Widener filed on Feb* 1 i to 
run against Assemblyman John 
Miller (D-Berkeley/Oakland), 
Oakland Tribune political wri¬ 
ter Bill Martin tried to por¬ 
tray Widener as the front man 
for a group of doctors try¬ 
ing to get a break in mal¬ 
practice insurance* 

Forget it. There is a better 
way to make sense of Widener’s 
attempt to unseat Miller: as 
another move in Willie Brown’s 
campaign to become Speaker 
of the Assembly* 

Widener has to move on* 
He is going stale in Berkeley 
City Hall and has openly cov¬ 
eted Miller’s Assembly seat for 
years, and barely squeaked to 
rejection in 1975 against Ying 
Lee Kelley, a McGovern Demo¬ 
crat with an undeserved repu¬ 
tation as a raving radical* 

As the 1975 Mayor’s cam¬ 
paign started, Jimmy the Greek 
wouldn't have given odds Kel¬ 
ley would even finish in the 
money, yet she ended up run¬ 
ning only 700 votes behind 
Widener — an incumbent with 
a fat campaign treasury and a 
publicist’s penchant for get¬ 
ting his face in the papers* 

Last spring Widener took a 
long look at Ron Dellums s 
Congressional seat and deter¬ 
mined Dellums would be too 
tough to beat in 4 76* He also 
eyed Ken Meade’s Assembly 
post but decided he didn’t 
want to change his residence 
to establish eligibility. 

Miller’s job looked just right, 
and most observers expected 
Widener would sit back and 
wait for Gov. Jerry Brown 
to make Miller a judge, then 
stand for Miller’s post in a 
special election. No such luck: 
Widener took out walking pa¬ 
pers Feb. 11, surprising al¬ 
most everyone in town, most 
of all John Miller. 

Consider the odds: Widener’s 
candidacy pits him against 
Dellums, Meade, the Alameda 
County Democratic Central 
Committee and Berkeley Citi¬ 
zens' Action, not to mention 
Miller himself, a powerful poli¬ 
tician with plenty of friends 
in high places. 

No wonder Widener’s ene¬ 
mies—and some of his friends— 
wondered if he had taken 
leave of his senses when he 
filed to run for Miller’s As¬ 
sembly seat* 

Widener’s move isn’t as crazy 
as it seems on the surface, 
but a little background is ne¬ 
cessary to understand it: when 
Willie Brown ran for Speaker 
of the Assembly in 1974, he 
ran into an annoying obstacle: 
John Miller*

Miller had supported 
Brown’s rival, Leo McCarthy, 
in the Speakership race and 
his support was influential in 
putting McCarthy over the 
top* Miller got a juicy Judi¬ 
ciary Committee chairmanship 
from McCarthy for his trouble 
and his prospects looked good 
for a future judgeship. 

On the other hand, Widener 
backed Willie Brown. Brown 
bad acted as Widener’s men¬ 
tor in state politics and sup¬ 
ported him in his Berkeley 
campigns, put in appearances 
at testimonial dinners and can¬ 
didate’s clambakes and used 
his pull to help Widener fill 
his campaign coffers* Widener 
reciprocated by supporting 
Brown, even after his defeat 
in the Speaker’s race* 

Brown has an important 
stake in the outcome of Wid¬ 
ener’s candidacy against Mil¬ 
ler: even if Widener loses, he 
may hurt Miller enough that a 
Republican challenger can pol¬ 
ish him off in November. 
Scratch one of Brown's most 
powerful legislative adversaries. 
If Widener wins, he contri¬ 
butes another vote to the Brown 
faction in the Assembly—and 
support for a future Speaker- 
ship try* 

Widener’s candidacy, in fact, 
is the perfect countermove to 
the Moscone-Burton-M cCarthy 
power play described here last 
week (see **Ganging up on 
Harvey Milk,” Guardian 2/13/ 
76). If elected, Widener would 
counterbalance Art Agnos, a 
top McCarthy aide now being 
primed to run for John Foran’s 
Assembly seat by McCarthy, 
Moscone and the Burtons. 

If Brown is on Widener’s 
team—and the indications are 
that he is—the mayor’s race 
against Miller becomes much 
more viable. Brown can line 
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ANNOUNCE MWO

up heavyweight endorsements 
from Assembly comrades and 
help find money men to sup¬ 
port Widener’s campaign* 

Of course, neither Brown 
nor Widener is talking about 
any political deals. Sources 
on Brown's staff told me Willie 
hasn’t announced his endorse¬ 
ment in the Widener-Miller 
race yet and might not en¬ 
dorse at all (which wouldn't 
keep him from working behind 
the scenes to get Widener 
elected)* The mayor is keep¬ 
ing mum about where he in¬ 
tends to get support for his 
campaign—except to say that 
a group of East Bay doctors 
have indeed offered to help 
finance his campaign* 

Miller’s supporters say they 
are bewildered (“The long-run 
damage Widener’s campaign 
could cause would far out¬ 
weigh any short-run political 
advantage Brown could gain 
by supporting him,” Miller 
aide Don Perata told me), and 
they can't believe Brown would 
be that Machiavellian* Other 
East Bay Democrats contacted 
by the Guardian were willing 
to talk more openly about how 
Widener’s campaign is prob¬ 
ably part of a Brown power 
play. 

P*S*: If Widener mounts a 
strong race against Miller, he 
would probably boost the cam¬ 
paign of his long-time ally, 
Berkeley City Councilwoman 
Sue Hone for the Berkeley- 
Albany-Emeryville seat on the 
Alameda County Board of 
Supervisors, which she declared 
for on Feb* 10. 

This would rejuvenate Berk¬ 
eley’s corporate liberal Demo¬ 
crats and allow them to con¬ 
tinue successfully opposing rent 
control, public ownership of 
PG&E and tight control over 
the destruction of housing and 
development of open space. 
It could even open the way 
for a successful conservative 
challenge to Ron Dellums in 
1978.

In January, Berkeley Auditor 
Florence McDonald lost a quiet 
campaign to cut back the num¬ 
ber of junkets taken by city 
officials funded by Berkeley 
taxpayers. 

The root of McDonald s con¬ 
cern: last year Berkeley bud¬ 
geted a maximum of $ 123,000 
for travel, conferences and 
other incidental expenses, 
$54,000 for the City Council 
and $69,000 for the city's 
staff. At the same time, city 
support to community agencies 
which serve Berkeley residents 
—particularly the poor—was 
cut back thousands of dollars, 
ostensibly to balance the bud¬ 
get, 

McDonald told the Guardian 
each Councilmember is al¬ 
lowed to spend up to $6000 
annually—$54,000 total—for 
expenses related to council busi¬ 
ness, This can involve a num¬ 
ber of different things, she 
said, such as renting a com¬ 
munity office, hiring staff mem¬ 
bers or informing the public

Judge John Benson threw out 
a taxpayer's suit to halt the 
outrageous, unnecessary SF 
Airport expansion. 

Gleeful bureaucrats at the 
SF Airport Commission im¬ 
mediately put $ 155 million 
worth of revenue bonds on the 
market and called for con- 


some idea of what to expect. 
He billed Berkeley $717,95 
for travel and personal costs, 
including meals for bureau¬ 
crats from Kansas City, Mis¬ 
souri, and Washington, DC, 

City Manager John Taylor 
and his assistant Elijah Rogers 
support these junkets and last 
month overrode McDonald's 
recommendation that they be 
eliminated for city staff mem¬ 
bers. Rogers said it is a “myth*' 
that these trips are a luxury 
because city officials who travel 
to attend conferences "learn 
new methods to improve city 
services from them/* 

Despite this, Taylor won 
the junket battle, and McDon¬ 
ald lost. Ironically, Taylor now 
says Berkeley is headed to¬ 
wards a $2.1 million deficit 
and may be forced to cut 
back on city services, lay off 
staff and ask for a property 
tax increase. 

There's one economy move 
you can bet he won't suggest, 
however: cutting junkets out 
of Berkeley's budget. — B*W, 


Our airborne, 
1975 version of the Candle¬ 
stick Park boondoggle got 
ready for takeoff. 

The taxpayer's suit; brought 
by attorney Carol Ruth Sil¬ 
ver on behalf of Sue Hestor 
and other environmentalists, 
charged that the city was es¬ 
sentially defrauding SF voters 
by going ahead with further 
expansion. In 1967, SF voters 
approved $98 million worth of 
general obligation bonds which 
were to be used to complete 
airport expansion, not lay the 


basis for another $155 million. 
Judge Benson ruled that the 
1967 bond issue's language 
was broad enough to allow’ 
more expansion, 

"It might have been realistic 
in 1970/* argues Sue Smith 
of SF Tomorrow. “But none 
of the real life events since— 
the downturn in air travel 
and the increase in energy 
costs — have changed the per¬ 
ceptions of the planners/* (See 
the Guardian's cost-benefit 
analysis, "Fly Me, I'm a Tax¬ 
payer/ 1 8/23/75.) 

SF Tomorrow will need 
about $2000 to appeal Ben¬ 
son's ruling and halt the ex¬ 
pansion, To help, call Bob 
Scrofani at 282-3110 evenings.

The Attorney General’s Three 
‘R's (12/19/75): The Guardian 
has learned that Michigan State 
legislator Perry Bullard is cur¬ 
rently investigating Anacapa 
Sciences Incorporated's role 
in merging the Michigan State 
Police's vice squad, narcotics 
squad and subversives control 
division into one big red squad, 

Paul Emery, a member of 
Bullard's staff, told the Guard¬ 
ian the investigation centers 
on possible civil rights viola¬ 
tions during the merger and 
the effect the move might 
have on individual liberties 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights. 
"This is just a beginning/' 
Emery said, "We aren't sure 
where this investigation might 
lead/' 

Anacapa Sciences has played 


a key role in reorganizing 
several anti-radical police or¬ 
ganizations in recent years. For 
example, the company's Presi¬ 
dent, Douglas Harris, super¬ 
vised the amalgamation of a 
subversive control strike force 
in Santa Barbara last year 
along the same lines as the 
merger in Michigan.

San Quentin Six (7/26/75): 
San Quentin Six defendant 
Hugo Pinell completed on 
Feb. 13 his description of the 
events of Aug, 21, 1971, when 
six men were killed inside 
the prison, including prison 
leader George Jackson. 

At one point, said Pinell, 
Raymond Procunier, then di¬ 
rector of the California De¬ 
partment of Corrections, 
grabbed him by the hair, rais¬ 
ing his head off the grass, 
and said, "He's my number 
one," 

Pinell said one guard came 
up to him while he was chained 
on the lawn and said, in what 
some spectators took to be a 
reference to the death of George 
Jackson, "Your boy is strug¬ 
gling. He's acting like he don't 
want to die," But, continued 
Pinell, “I wasn't about to ask 
questions." 

Under questioning by Judd 
Scott, his court-appointed as¬ 
sistant attorney, Pinell testi¬ 
fied he did not attack any 
guards that day except to punch 
one in self-defense. Three 
guards were killed and three 
injured inside the Adjustment 
Center; the surviving guards 
testified earlier in the trial 
that Pinell stabbed them, al¬ 
though none of them actually 
saw him in the act.

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Heliotrope treads the straight and narrow 

And a gay psychologist’s courses get the ax 


H eliotrope, the Bay Area s 
largest alternative educa¬ 
tion university, has dropped 
classes by gay psychologist 
Barbara Arms From its course 
catalog, effective March l. 

Arms, who has an M,A. in 
clinical psychology, taught 
Heliotrope classes in “com¬ 
munications skills" and "re¬ 
lationships" for 11 months. 
She says she was dropped for 
being gay, 4 Tm outraged," 
she told the Guardian, "I don’t 
think the gay community will 
tolerate this blatant discrimina¬ 
tion,” 

Arms says she received a 
call in January from Darla 
Touchstone, Heliotope s office 
manager. Touchstone told her 
she could no longer continue 
to list her courses in both 
Lavender U. and Heliotrope's 
catalogs. Arms checked her 
contract and protested that 
there was no such provision. 

"The next thing out of her 
mouth was that being asso¬ 
ciated with the gay com¬ 
munity was hurtful to them 
[Heliotrope]," Arms recalls. 
“She said that being gay was 
anti-Bible, that we had made 
a mistake, and we should over¬ 
come it,” 

When Arms then asked Helio¬ 
trope’s president, David Mar- 
mon, why she was being 
dropped, she received a letter 
Jan, 28 supporting Touch¬ 
stone s remarks. 


“Heliotrope’s focus has 
changed, and our outlook now 
is a Christian one," Marmon 
wrote, “People come to our 
classes looking for answers 
, , , If your views are con¬ 
fused by homosexuality, what 
you teach will also be con¬ 
fused. " 

When I asked Dave Mar¬ 
mon about the controversy, 
he told me it was all a "mis¬ 
understanding," and he didn't 
want the gay community to 
think "that we are a typical 
straight world putting them 
down. They are our brothers 
and sisters just as much as 
anybody else," 

Barbara Arms was dropped, 
he said, because Heliotrope’s 
new biweekly format allows 
only “the cream of the crop" 
of teachers to be listed. Since 
Arms’s classes had not been 
drawing the ten students needed 
to earn Heliotrope $100 on 
each course, she was dropped. 
Some 1200 students attend 
one of more than 100 Helio¬ 
trope courses offered each 
month, 

(Arms says she had ten stu¬ 
dents in her October and De¬ 
cember classes, but the num¬ 
ber dropped in January' and 
February.) 

Marmon then told me that 
gay people could teach Helio¬ 
trope classes in auto repair or 
cooking, but not teach about 
relationships, since this would 


give them a chance to "ex¬ 
pound their homosexual 
views," 

Marmon also told me he had 
“dedicated his life to Christ," 
in the last year but is not 
affiliated with any particular 
Christian group. 

In a reflection of this per¬ 
sonal conversion, Marmon re¬ 
verted Heliotrope to nonprofit 
tax status on Jan. I, 1976, 
Marmon founded Heliotrope 
as a nonprofit corporation in 
1968 but had converted it to a 
profit-making business, in a 
move of questionable legality, 
in March 1975 (see Guardian 
5/17/75). 

The new Christian nonprofit 
Heliotrope features a “Christ¬ 
ian Singles Weekend" for $35 
on the cover of its March 
catalog. Gary Oliver, who will 
lead the weekend, is described 
like this: “Gary Oliver will 
be a special treat. He is single 
and can really identify with 
your needs. His humor will 
leave you rolling and his sin¬ 
cerity will overwhelm you," 

Arms says that she and other 
gay community members are 
persuading stores not to carry 
Heliotrope s free catalog (more 
than 150,000 are distributed 
monthly) and are attempting 
to organize pressure on .the 
school. To help, call Barbara 
Arms at 626-7206, ®

The tragic end to 


Operation 

Babylift 


Editor's note: Another tragic 
twist to the babylift fiasco has 
been uncovered by a lawsuit 
currently being considered in 
federal court in San Francisco; 
at least eight Vietnamese refu¬ 
gee families in the US are 
looking for their children who 
were brought to the US dur¬ 
ing the much bailyhooed “Op¬ 
eration Babylift’* last spring. 

The Ford administration 
claimed at the time that the 
babylift brought only orphans 
to the US, but some of the 
children, who were tempor¬ 
arily housed at the Presidio 
in SF last April, told volun¬ 
teer interpreters that they had 
been separated from living 
Vietnamese parents by acci¬ 
dent (see Guardian 4/19/75). 

Aremd with that informa¬ 
tion, interpreter Moui McCon¬ 
nell filed suit last May in US 
District Court in San Fran¬ 
cisco, asking that the children 
not be placed for adoption 
with American families until 
their “orphan** status could be 
confirmed or their Vietnamese 
families traced. 

US District judge Spencer 
Williams refused to stop the 
children from being placed 
with American families but 
ordered an investigation of 
the children’s legal status. 

The investigation, which is 
not yet complete, has so far 
confirmed the worst fears of 
Moui McConnell and others: 


more than half of the baby¬ 
lift children were brought out 
under false or incomplete 
adoption papers. Many of them 
may have Vietnamese parents 
who want them to come home. 

The lawsuit has also revealed 
that there are Vietnamese par¬ 
ents looking for their children. 
Most of them apparently 
thought the children would be 
delivered to their friends or 
relatives in the US. Instead, 
the children were placed with 
American adoptive families 
who now refuse to return them 
to their natural parents. 

These eight cases are only 
the tip of the iceberg: nobody 
knows how many other Viet¬ 
namese families, both in the 
US or in Vietnam, have not 
heard of the lawsuit and do 
not know how to trace their 
children. 

The lawsuit, which has been 
crawling through procedural 
hearings for nine months, was 
dealt a serious blow Feb. 13 
when Judge Williams refused 
to consider it a class action. 
Attorneys Nancy Steams, Tom 
Miller and Morton Cohen will 
now have to sift through all 
the babylift files and name 
each nonorphan individually. 

But the lawsuit has illumi¬ 
nated the panicky conditions 
in Saigon which led parents 
to put their children aboard 
the babylift, and it has helped 
in the reunification of one 
Vietnamese family so far.

n April 4 r 1975, a day after 
the start of “Operation 
Babylift,” while Saigon 
swarmed with rumors of the 
imminent takeover by the Pro¬ 
visional Revolutionary Govern¬ 
ment, San Shie appeared at the 
US Agency for International 
Development office with her 
adopted daughter, 17-month 
old San Nang Hien in her arms. 

Overcome with panic, she 
pleaded with Juanita Nofflet, 
an AID employee she knew, 
to get the young girl onto a 
babylift plane and deliver her 
to a friend in New Jersey. 

“I had no desire to give up 
my child but was only think¬ 
ing of her safety,*’ Shie later 
swore in an affidavit she filed 
in LA Superior Court during 
an adoption battle to get her 
child returned. 

According to Shie, who had 
worked as a concessionaire 
in American hotels in Saigon, 
she could not afford the ex¬ 
orbitant bribes required for an 
exit visa in the final panic- 
stricken days of the Saigon 
regime. She hoped to send her 
child to her friend Ester Cully 
and reclaim her child if she 
managed to escape Vietnam. 

Nofflet agreed to help. She 
took the child, had Shie sign 
a handwritten release, and gave 
her $330 which Shie later 
tried to return. 

A month later, Shie arrived

in the United States via refugee 
boat and contacted her friend 
Ester Cully for the return 
of San Nang Hien. Cully told 
her that she did not have the 
baby, and the two discovered 
that Juanita Nofflet, the AID 
employee, had given the child 
instead to Rose Marie Dehner, 
a 47-year-old State department 
employee who had earlier ap¬ 
plied for a Vietnamese adop¬ 
tive baby. 

Dehner refused to return the 
child. Instead, she took Hien 
to Mexico City, then to Mon¬ 
tana. 

Shie, who was living in Con¬ 
necticut with two adult chil¬ 
dren who had immigrated ear¬ 
lier, pleaded with Dehner by 
letter and phone for Nang 


Hien's return. 

"Please believe that I share 
your sorrow and grief that 
arouse from your innocent in¬ 
volvement in this entangle¬ 
ment," she wrote. "My hope 
is that you will understand 
my sorrow too since I have 
loved and cared for Nang 
Hien since she was bom." 

Dehner ignored her appeals. 
Instead, in October 1975, she 
filed a request to legally adopt 
Nang Hien in LA Superior 
Court. The adoption petition 
called the child "Hien Dai," 
and did not mention the fact 
her mother was in the United 
States and wanted her returned. 

San Shie and her relatives 
pooled their money and hired 
an LA attorney to fight the

adoption. In January, after 

incurring $4500 in legal costs, 
San Shie was awarded the 
return of her child. 

San Shie is but one of many 
Vietnamese parents who are 
seeking the return of children 
who were scooped up on the 
baby lift 

San Shie is one of the lucky 
ones: she was able to trace her 
child’s whereabouts, and she 
had the money to fight for 
her custody in court proceed¬ 
ings. Many Vietnamese refu¬ 
gee parents don't even know 
where their children are. 

So far, eight Vietnamese refu¬ 
gee families have contacted 
Tom Miller of Berkeley's In¬ 
ternational Children’s Fund for 
help in tracing children lost 
on the baby lift. Miller is one of 
three attorneys who are asking 
US District Judge Spencer Wil¬ 
liams in SF to return non- 
orphans to their parents in 
Vietnam or the United States. 

Nobody knows how many 
Vietnamese parents are try¬ 
ing to trace their children 
on their own. Miller showed 
me classified advertisements 
running in a Saigon news¬ 
paper which showed photo¬ 
graphs of children lost during 
the fall of South Vietnam and 
offered rewards for their re¬ 
turn. Some of these children 
may have been scooped up 
during the babylift and may 
now be living in American 


adoptive families. 

Some American families have 
been cooperative when they 
discover that their children 
have living Vietnamese fami¬ 
lies who want them back. 
Nebraska State Senator John 
DeCamp voluntarily returned 
Hung, 6, and Tam, 7, to their 
mother, Jan. 7, 1976, after 
they traced her to a refugee 
camp. 

“I would be a liar if I de¬ 
nied that I considered a court 
fight," DeCamp told the Asso¬ 
ciated Press. "But after the 
children saw their real mother 
there just didn’t seem to be 
any point in it. They Just started 
crying when they saw her, they 
were so happy." 

Other American families 
have become attached to the 
Vietnamese children, who they 
thought were war orphans, and 
refuse to give them up. David 
and Barbara Pederson of Royal 
Oak, Michigan, are presently 
trying to adopt five-year-old 
Duong Quoc Tuan {now known 
as Matthew Pederson). 

Tuan's mother Duong Rich 
Van, now a nursing student in 
Wisconsin, says she worked 
in Vietnam for the Friends of 
the Children of Vietnam adop¬ 
tion agency and asked them 
to babylift Tuan. 

She says she never signed 
an adoption release and never 
intended to give up her child. 
But when she arrived in the 


United States and called FCVN 
to trace Tuan, she was told 
he had been placed with the 
Pedersons and asked her to 
sign an adoption release. She 
has refused to sign, but her 
child has not been returned. 

Jeanette Stump, a Vietnamese 
woman married to a former GI 
in Long Beach, Calif., has 
been battling since last May 
(one month after the babylift) 
for the custody of her nephews, 
who are nine and 13 years 
old. 

The children were put a- 
board a babylift plane with 
Jeanette's address written on 
their skin, their clothes, and 
on a tag around their necks. 
Instead the children were 
placed for adoption with a 
family in Doylestown, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, 

When Jeanette wrote asking 
for their return, the charitable 
agency handling the placement 
turned her down. 

"They have now been placed 
for adoption and have been 
. in their new home for a month 
and have made beginning at¬ 
tachments to a new American 
mother and father,” wrote 
Mary Graves, administrator 
of Welcome House. 

Jeanette Stump, who is one 
of 21 relatives of the two boys 
living in the LA area, asked 
again for the children's re¬ 
turn. 

"Please understand," she

sent to the United States for 
their protection and education, 
not to be given up to strangers/" 
The children are still living in 
Pennsylvania* 

With every month that passes 
since the babylift, the agony 
of both Vietnamese biological 
parents and American adoptive 
parents increases* 

The situation faced by US 
District Judge Spencer Wil¬ 
liams is beginning to rival 
that faced by King Solomon 
when he offered to divide a 
disputed child in half* 

Williams has ordered the 
US Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization Service, which allowed 
the children into the US as 
adaptable orphans, to review 
their files, and has appointed 
two Asian legal experts to 
check the files independently. 

These children, placed in 
American adoptive homes, re¬ 
main in legal limbo while 


their new American parents 
grow more and more attached 
to them* At every hearing, 
Williams's courtroom is filled 
with aaxious American couples 
who fear their new children 
will be taken away. 

The cases have not yet re¬ 
turned any nonorphans to their 
Vietnamese parents, and the 
investigation of the children's 
files has confirmed the worst 
suspicions of the plaintiffs* 


Under fictitious names 


Dr. Ta Van Tai, an Asian 
legal expert appointed by the 
court to examine the children's 
eligibility, has told the court 
that 124 of the first 200 files 
he examined did not contain 
enough documentation to 
prove that the children had 
been legally released by their 
parents for adoption. 

Cherie Clark, an administra¬ 
tor for Friends of the Chil¬ 


dren of Vietnam, one of the 
seven adoption agencies which 
supervised the babylift, told the 
court in an affidavit that chil¬ 
dren were brought out under 
fictitious names and under legal 
papers belonging to children 
who had died* 

The court-ordered investiga¬ 
tion has also uncovered some 
hints of government interfer¬ 
ence in the process* Two hun¬ 
dred and twelve “orphans/* 
brought over to the United 
States by Betty Tisdale, a for¬ 
mer secretary for NY Senator 
Jacob Javits, were originally 
declared “ineligible for adop¬ 
tion’* by the Immigration and 
Naturalization service because 

V 

their only adoption release 
consisted of a single mass or¬ 
phanage release which listed 
them all as having the same 
last name. Following a phone 
call from Washington, how¬ 
ever, INS investigator Glenn 
Hulsey in SF changed their 


adoption status to “eligible/* 
according to INS's own records. 

John Cooney, the Assistant 
US Attorney representing INS, 
told the Guardian, “As far as 
I know there hasn’t been any 
political pressure brought on 
INS over this*'* He explained 
the change as the result of 
confusion between the district 
office's standards and those 
from the central INS office in 
Washington* 

While lawyers and the INS 
argue over the children’s legal 
status, hundreds of American 
adoptive families are anxiously 
watching the outcome of the 
lawsuit, worried that “their** 
children may be among the 
nonorphans whose Vietnamese 
parents want them back* 


‘An adult conversation* 


“If a child has really been 
kidnapped from the arms of 
a mother or father, the child 
should be returned/' argues 
Paul Matzger, the attorney 
representing local American 
adoptive parents* “But the par¬ 
ents don't think, from the in¬ 
formation they have from the 
adoption agencies, that that's 
the case. It’s up to the plain¬ 
tiffs to prove otherwise* And 
they haven't*** 


Attorneys for the adoption 
agencies also object to any 
plan to contact parents in Viet¬ 
nam to ask them whether they 
really wanted to relinquish 
their children* 

“We felt that doing that to 
any person who gives up a 
child may cause untold pain/' 
Kate Freeland, attorney for the 
Friends for All Children adop¬ 
tion agency, told the Guard¬ 
ian. Such contact, she said, 
might expose Vietnamese pa¬ 
rents to “political repercus¬ 
sions" or “social ostracism*’ 
under the PRG government* 

Since Judge Williams decided 
Feb* 13 to deny class action 
status to the lawsuit, attorneys 
for the Vietnamese nonorphans 
are facing the time-consuming 
task of sifting through INS 
records for the names of the 
nonorphans. As the .lawsuit 
drags on, the adoptive parents 
worry and organize. 

“There’s one thing this has 
taught me/' says Rev. John 
Baker, an Episcopalian min¬ 
ister who opposed the Vietnam 
war and adopted a nine-month 
old babylift child* “Children 
are not property. Children 
really don't have any rights 
in this country* It's an adult 
conversation, and the children 
are the pawns in this/* . ■

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Why war continues 
at Wounded Knee 


A new no-holds-barred struggle for power 


By David Corkery and Peter 
Holden (Pacific News Service) 

P ine Ridge, S*D« — Terror 
once again reigns over the 
Oglala Sioux nation here just 
two months before the newly 
elected tribal president takes 
charge. 

In the week following the 
defeat Jan. 27 of incumbent 
Richard Wilson by American 
Indian Movement (AIM) 
backed Al Trimble* two mem¬ 
bers of AIM critical of Wil¬ 
son were murdered. One was 
shot to death. The other was 
found dead from a brutal 
beating. 

Since then, five other violent 
deaths have occurred—includ¬ 
ing a 15-year-old Oglala wom¬ 
an—all falling into the gray 
area between murder and acci¬ 
dent. 


‘Near anarchy" 

The most intense violence 
so far erupted within a 24- 
hour period at the village of 
Wanbleefpop. 500)* a Trimble 
stronghold. 

What has happened is that 
the Federally supervised tribal 
elections* rather than resolving 
the long disputed leadership 
issue, have opened the door 
to a new no-holds-barred strug¬ 
gle for power. 

The result is near anarchy. 
The key to who has the real 
power is not holding office 
but control of the reservation’s 
inhabitants. 

Dozens of residents inter¬ 
viewed by FNS claim that 
Wilson s supporters — whom 
they call goon squads — are 
spreading fear by intimidation 
to show th'£t they are the only 
ones who can run the reserva¬ 
tion, not the newly elected 
leadership. Wilson retorts the 
trouble makers are AIM mem¬ 
bers. 

At the heart of the power 
struggle is the long-standing 
patronage system under which 
the reservation head doles out 
$24 million in federal grants 
and 900 jobs to a tribal popula¬ 
tion of 12,000 with 70% un¬ 
employment. 


Until the elections* Wilson s 
opponents charge* almost all 
jobs and federal benefits went 
to his relatives and supporters. 

Fueling this tribal division 
has been a cultural faultline 
that sharply separates Wilson 
supporters from the rest of 
the population. 

Like Wilson, they are largely 
Americanized, often half white, 
contemptuous of the old tribal 
ways* materially better off and 
geographically centered around 
Pine Ridge village, the cen¬ 
ter of the reservation. 

The bulk of the population 
live in outlying districts, earn 
less than $3000 per year* cling 
to the old language and reli¬ 
gion, revere the tribal lands 
and share a fierce pride in 
their once-despised ancestry'. 

By law, newly elected Trim¬ 
ble has the power to make 
drastic changes in who gets 
federally-funded jobs and 
money. Wilson supporters fear 
that an entirely new corps of 
officials could take over their 
jobs and put an end to their 
long domination of tribal gov¬ 
ernment. 

But more is at stake than 
jobs and grants. The Pine 
Ridge struggle threatens a cen¬ 
tury-old interlock between the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) 
and a reservation boss and 
patronage system. By treaty 
and tradition, reservation In¬ 
dians exercise self-rule. 


Grants and strongmen 

But at the same time they 
are wards of the federal gov¬ 
ernment entitled to economic 
assistance—“foreign aid” since 
in theory many reservations 
are still supposed to enjoy 
sovereign rights. 

The bureaucratized BIA, 
mainly interested in law and 
order, uses the patronage priv¬ 
ileges and grants to shore up 
reservation strongmen, like 
Wilson, who would guarantee 
a no-trouble situation. 

On reservations throughout 
the country, this interlock sys¬ 
tem—not just tribal chiefs like 
Wilson—has been the real tar¬ 
get of attack by the Ameri¬ 


Supporters of American Indian leader Dennis Banks,, who 
was arrested in the East Bay Jan .

can Indian Movement (AIM) 
and reformers like Trimble 
(himself a former BIA super¬ 
intendent). This reform move¬ 
ment sees tribal chiefs as little 
more than tools of the BIA 
which* through its control of 
money and reservation police, 
holds final power over the 
reservations. 

This interlock, they claim, 
has totally blocked any demo¬ 
cratic assault against the real 
enemy of the Indian—poverty. 
Average life expectancy on Pine 
Ridge is 42, according to HEW 
statistics. 


A ‘marked man 9 

When AIM resorted to force 
in the 1973 occupation of 
Wounded Knee to dramatize 
these conditions, the result was 
a massive armed counter-attack 
by local BIA police, FBI and 
army units resulting in blood¬ 
shed. 

Now AIM and other Trim¬ 
ble supporters fear any re¬ 
sort to armed force even for 
self protection would bring the 
same law enforcement groups 
rushing back in against them. 

According to Trimble* “the 
FBI has been obsessed with 
tracking dowm AIM during 
the current wave of violence, 
while overlooking the needs of 
the traditional Sioux for pro¬ 
tection against harassment by 
Wilson s goon squads.” 

Trimble has advised his sup¬ 
porters not to retaliate with 
force against the violence and 
terrorism. Trimble, along with 
Senator James Abourezk (D- 
S.D.) now believe the only 
hope of guaranteeing an ef¬ 
fective transfer of power in 
April (when Trimble is sched¬ 
uled to take office) is rapid 
and decisive federal interven¬ 
tion—not by the BIA police or 
the FBI but by fellow Indians 
from the six Iroquois nations 
in New York state. 

In an emergency trip to 
Washington Feb. 4 at Abou- 
rezk’s request* Trimble told 
officials of the Interior De¬ 
partment (in charge of the BIA) 
Washington now holds the key 
to the outcome of the power 
struggle. 

What he and Abourezk want 
is a symbolic show of sup¬ 
port from Washington for the 
newly elected, yet-to-be-installed 
reform candidate. But what 
they want eventually is a whole 
shift in power relationships 
between Pine Ridge and the 
federal government. 

Interior Department officials 
reportedly rejected Trimble's 
requests for help with words 
that Abourezk s office described 
as ‘“bureaucratic hogwash.” 

Trimble, now back on the 
reservation, is seen by many 
here as a “marked man.” 
Should anything happen to 
him, the man who would suc¬ 
ceed as tribal chief would be 
the newly elected tribal vice 
president Johnson Holy Rock, 
active in the John Birch So¬ 
ciety and a Wilson supporter. 

Observers now fear that if the 
moderate center represented 
by Trimble crumbles* then 
civil war could erupt between 
the Wilson supporters and des¬ 
perate traditional Indians, ■ 
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speak with authority and 
confidence. You'll think 
on your feet You'll be a 
pleasure to talk with, to 
listen to, to be with.

The new Privacy Act gives you the right to see- 
and correct -files the Federal Government is keeping 
on you. Including files that affect your job, your taxes, 
your credit rating, your insurance, your good reputation. 


Congress to the rescue... 

By now you may feel angry, frustrated, and 
helpless. Don't be. 

Congressional investigations over the past 
several years have exposed the extent of the federal 
data-gathering process, and the dangers this data- 
gathering poses to all of us. 

Congress finally acted in 1974, with the 
passage of The Privacy Act, which President Ford 
signed into law on December 31, 1974, 

For the first time, we have a Privacy Bill of 
Rights that gives us the power to know—and 
control —what the federal government keeps in 
its files on us. 


Fries? What secret files? 

All our lives we have lived with the uneasy 
feeling that Big Brother was watching us. 

In the past few years we have learned some¬ 
thing even more frightening. Not only has Big 
Brother been watching us: he has been writing 
it all down. 

Americans today are measured, watched, 
counted, tested, wiretapped, surveyed, filed and 
cross-filed like no other people on earth. 

The process is called data stockpiling. The 
means is by computer data banks. The result is 
instant dossiers that can spring forth on all of us. 

Famous Last Words: 

Tt can’t happen to me.” 

The worst mistake anyone can make is to 
think that government data files only hurt people 
who have something to hide. 

If that were the case. Congress would never 
have passed The Privacy Act in the first place. 

People who have something to hide don’t benefit 
from The Privacy Act. 

The rest of us do. 

The rest of us who hold down jobs, pay taxes, 
and who have never been convicted of a crime. 

We're the ones who stand to lose the most if our 
files are inaccurate, trivial, or out-of-date.

• A retired man on social security who suddenly 
had his payments stopped. Six hungry months 
later, he discovered why: the computers in 
Washington had pronounced him dead. 

• A 30-year-old schoolteacher who obtained her 
FBI files “just for fun.” She received an 11-page 
dossier compiled when she was dating a man during 
her college days. 

• A 24-year-old mao who received an oral 
promise of a job with a major computer company. 

The offer was suddenly withdrawn. Later, he 
discovered that the company had received a 
file that incorrectly listed him as a partner of a 
person convicted of mail fraud. 

It can happen to you. All because of things 
that are in your government files that shouldn't be. 

Or because of things not in your government file 
that should be. 

You may be waiting for a promotion that will 
never happen, because your employer has your 
military records secretly classifying you with 
“failure to demonstrate potential for promotion.” 

You may be looking for a job you'will never 
get, because a federal file lists you as “troublesome,” 

You may be flagged for an IRS audit because 
of gossip and hearsay.

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The Privacy Bill of Rights: 

You now have the right, with very rare 
exceptions: 

1. To know whether or not a federal agency 
has a file on you. 

2. To obtain copies of your files. 

3. To know the names of those who have 
requested to see your files, 

4. To know the purpose of such requests. 

5. To know what information was given out. 

6. To challenge, correct or explain any personal 
information about you, 

7. To demand that a federal agency correct or 
eliminate any challenged information which is 
incomplete, inaccurate, not relevant, not timely, 
or which can no longer be verified. 

8. To require a federal agency that has passed 
on any inaccurate information about you to 
inform previous recipients of the elimination or 
correction of any personal data. 

9. To be secure in the knowledge that the 
federal government will not create further files 
on you when you file under the Privacy Act. 

10. These rights extend to every American 
citizen, and every lawfully resident alien.

Heal thyself! 

The Bay Area’s growing movement toward self-health—homeopathy, 
biofeedback, yoga, massage, acupuncture, meditation, visualization .. .

Disease , say the holistic 
practitioners , is a message from 
within. The road to health is 
through self-discovery.

Y ou’re sick. You feel lousy. 
What do you do? Ob¬ 
viously, you must protect 
your body from this onslaught 
of germs by taking some drugs 
—try a few antihistamines, 
maybe. Pop some penicillin 
for good measure. If those 
don’t work, go back to the doc¬ 
tor and let him examine you 
with his machinery and tell 
you what to do. He’ll take 
care of you. He’s the doctor, 
after all, and you're the patient. 
Be patient, patient. 

That's the standard scenario 
for Western illness, and we’ve 
all been through it. But what 
if someone told you your ill¬ 
ness was a message to you from 
your own psyche? What if they 
said you were not a passive 
victim of nefarious bugs, but 
that your sniffles were trying 
to tell you something about 
your state of mind? What if 
they said you should stop put¬ 
ting blind faith into doctors 
and drugs and decide to take 
responsibility for your own 
well-being? 

These are some of the con¬ 
tentions of a fast-growing branch 
of alternative healing called 
"holistic” (or “wholistic”) medi¬ 
cine. Holistic medicine’s basic 
concept is the treatment of the 
entire organism, rather than 
specific, localized complaints. 
Disease, holistic practitioners 
say, is a message from within— 
an indication of unhappiness, 
emotional turmoil or a need 
for change. The road to heal¬ 
ing is through self-discovery, 
which can be pursued many 
ways—through acupuncture, 
biofeedback, meditation, vis¬ 
ualization—anything that puts 
people in closer communication 
with themselves and their inner 
needs. 

"Holistic medicine entails 
seeing man as multi-dimen¬ 
sional,” said Dr. Richard Koz- 
lenko, cofounder and health 
director of the Wholistic Health 
and Nutrition Center in Mill 
Valley. ‘Tt views the entire 
scope of all factors—lifestyle, 
spiritual, psychological, nutri¬ 
tional aspects, all of which 
relate to his well-being.” Ac¬ 
cording to Kozlenko, no single 
technique makes a practice 
holistic. What matters is that 
the physician's approach to 
healing should be “nontoxic” 
(not dependent on drugs) and 
“growth-oriented.” 

It is perhaps not surprising 
that the bastions of conven¬ 
tional medicine have been the 
last to hear of the new wave. 
A call to the California Medi¬ 
cal Association asking about 
holistic medicine elicited the 
response "What’s that?” Jack 
Collins, executive director of 
the San Francisco Medical So¬ 
ciety, said of holistic medi¬ 
cine, “The medical profession 
tends not to use anything that 
hasn’t proved itself. Faith heal¬ 
ing, for instance, is not con¬ 
sidered good medical care.” 
However, Collins conceded, “In 
the United States it's every¬ 
one’s prerogative to make a 


damn fool of himself if he 
feels like it.” 

Despite this attitude, holistic 
medicine is making inroads 
on the public consciousness 
as well as on the medical 
profession. The University of 
California Extension in Santa 
Cruz recently held five work¬ 
shops for physicians called 
“Enhancing Healing,” which 
discussed such techniques as 
autogenic training and bio¬ 
feedback and promoted heal¬ 
ing by relaxation and con¬ 
centration techniques. San 
Francisco s UC Extension hosted 
a similar workshop last fail. 
Groups such as Esaien and 
the Nyingma Institute in Berk¬ 
eley hold regular seminars to 
spread the word. The implica¬ 
tions are profound, for if the 
practitioners of holistic medi¬ 
cine are right, it is possible 
that some day we may find 
we can freely decide whether 
we want to be sick or well. 

Healing 

centers 

H olistic healing in the Bay 
Area has grown from a 
concentrated cluster of acu¬ 
puncturists in Chinatown to 
a flourishing network of health 
network of health practitioners. 
It attracts followers of Eastern 
meditation, physicians, social 
workers, nurses and a healthy 
following of people who are 
intent upon combating illness 
by simply staying well. As a 
result of this interest, several 
healing centers have sprung 
up in the area. They approach 
health from a variety of un¬ 
conventional sources—homeo¬ 
pathy, biofeedback, yoga, body 
massage and many more. 

Some centers, such as the 
Wholistic Health and Nutri¬ 
tion Institute of Mill Valley, 
and SF’s Integral Yoga Insti¬ 
tute, have regularly scheduled 
lectures you can attend for 
a small donation. Others, such 
as the Nyingma Institute, the 
Wholistic Childbirth Institute 
and the Wholistic Life Foun¬ 
dation, are set up as mini- 
colleges that give certificates 
and degrees after required 
classes are completed. Still 
others, such as Berkeley's Ber¬ 
ing Family Clinic and Oak¬ 
land’s Autogenic Health Cen¬ 
ter, function just like a doc¬ 
tor's office, where you first 
make an appointment, then re¬ 
ceive treatment. What all have 
in common is a shared origin 
in the community and the 
conviction that people can kick 
illness by staying well. 

East West Academy of the Healing Arts, 
210 Spear St., SF 94105, 564-6446. 
One of the more academic groups 
around. In fostering alternative heal¬ 
ing practices, they direct their ef¬ 
forts to both professionals (doctors, 
nurses and such) and patients. They 
have an extensive library and visual 
aid program, publish a journal and 
stage frequent lecture/workshop ap¬ 
pearances on college campuses that 
attract many young professionals and 
students. They bring in such healers 
as a research psychologist from UCs 
Langley Porter Institute to discuss 


psychosomatic causes of cancer or 
a widely know dancer to expostulate 
on the healing properties of the ancient 
"trance dance," used by many cul¬ 
tures as a form of self-healing. 

Coming up: an acupressure work¬ 
shop. beginning Feb. 20 and running 
for the next two Fridays ($24). At 
the end of March, Dolores Krieger 
will host an all-day workshop, subject 
open to request ($55). Call lor appli¬ 
cation or pick up a copy at most 
hospitals or nursing schools, 

Wholistic Childbirth Institute, 1627 
10th Ave., SF 94122, 6644119. For 
aspiring childbirth educators, the Cen¬ 
ter offers not one method but multi¬ 
tudinous ways to assist in healthy 
childbirth. The Lamaze and Bradley 
techniques join with body-mind studies 
of yoga and t r ai chi, plus classes 
in anatomy, nutrition and psychology. 

The two-year certification project 
costs $25 per unit, and classes (be¬ 
ginning at the end of March) last 12 
weeks. Instructors include Suzanne 
Armes, author of The Immaculate 
Deception, and Dr. Milton Estes, who 
attends home deliveries. For those 
simply interested in finding a hospital 
with compatible birth methods or a 
physician to assist at a home delivery, 
the Center is setting up a cross file 
of hospitals, mid wives, doctors and 
nurses. 

Shanti Project* 524-4370. Shanti is 
Sanskrit for "peace beyond under¬ 
standing/’ The Shanti project deals 
with dying patients and their families. 
Presently there are 30 regular "Patient 
advocates* 1 —ranging in profession from 
turbanned yogis to nurses and psy¬ 
chologists—who counsel and provide 
companionship for terminal patients. 
To become a volunteer, applicants 
must complete several workshops of¬ 
fered by UC Extension and local 
hospitals. After the workshops, a 
screening committee appraises the ap¬ 
plicants and passes qualified indi¬ 
viduals into the program. 

Since the volunteers represent so 


many ideologies and lifestyles, would- 
be patients should first contact Rachel 
Carr at 524-4370. She will inter¬ 
view them before matching them to a 
suitable project member. Interested 
volunteers can call the same number 
for workshop locations. 

Wholistic Life Foundation* 1627 10th 
Ave., SF 94122, 664-1119. The foun¬ 
dation has instituted a two-year cer¬ 
tification program in holistic healing, 
to begin at UC Berkeley in the fall. 
Students can choose from three fields: 
yoga, holistic birth training and studies 
in death and dying. The programs are 
already operating through individual 
groups—Wholistic Health and Nutri¬ 
tion Institute in Mill Valley, Shanti 
Project, Wholistic Childbirth Institute 
and the Institute for Yoga Teachers— 
but will come together in one loca¬ 
tion to give classes. No class schedules 
are available until fall. 

Integral Yoga Institute, 770 Dolores* 
SF 94114, 824-9600, Healing through 
the use of yoga revolves around the 
belief that energy within our bodies 
will heal all disease if it's permitted 
to flow along the proper channels. 
Hatha yoga and deep breathing tech¬ 
niques are used to release the "dark" 
areas that are blocked. The insti¬ 
tute runs a series of classes designed 
to get the negative and positive ener¬ 
gies flowing in unison—vegetarian 
cooking. Raja yoga, Hatha yoga and 
occasional courses in natural heal¬ 
ing that cover the basics of health 
and disease, energy, diet and an Indian 
medical therapy called Ayurdeda. 

Beginning Hatha Yoga classes are 
at 9 am, Mon.-Sat. {Tues, excepted); 
10:30 am, Mon.-Sat.; 4:30 pm Mon.- 
Fri,; 6 pm Tues., Wed.. Fri.; and 
7:30 pm Mon., Wed. andThurs, Each 
class is $1.50, Wear loose clothing 
and don't eat for at least two hours 
beforehand. 

Berkeley Holistic Health Center, 2020 
Mil via, Berkeley 94704. ’ 845-4430. 
Their aim is to keep the body healthy | 


and reduce the need for medical 
intervention. As a community-sup¬ 
ported, nonprofit center, they conduct 
classes m such things as practical 
polarity, flower remedies, healing, acu¬ 
pressure and Hawaiian hei-hei massage 
at low fees that enable almost any¬ 
one to participate. For class schedule 
call between 9 am and noon. Mon,- 
Thurs. 

Nyingma Institute, 1815 Highlands 
Place. Berkeley 94709, 843-6812. The 
members follow a Form of preventive 
medicine practiced by the Tibetans, 
who fused and refined various Chiense 
and Indian medical and religious prac¬ 
tices. Many of their remedies are con¬ 
coctions of Tibetan herbs which they 
have a hard time growing here in the 
proper amounts and sizes. They main¬ 
tain that Americans have drastically 
weakened body systems, stagnant en¬ 
ergy and negative thinking patterns— 
all of which lead to illness. The insti¬ 
tute offers a master s degree in Tibetan 
Buddhist studies and in the past three 
years has trained more than 5,000 
students, many oF whom are doctors 
or health science students from UC 
Berkeley, They offer a steady stream 
of lectures and seminars in Tibetan 
herbal remedies, biofeedback, sensory 
awareness and body massage, with 
occasional private sessions for doctors 
only.

The 
latter, a process similar to immuniza¬ 
tion, was developed by Dr. Samuel 
Hahnemann in Germany in the early 
19th century-. It involves taking a 
tiny dose of a substance that ordin¬ 
arily causes disease and using it to 
trigger the body into self-healing. 
The Hering people say the vast quan¬ 
tities of powerful drugs dispensed 
today cause as much illness as they 
cure. When they discover a sore throat, 
they recognize that the ailment is uni¬ 
que to that individual. The appro¬ 
priate treatment for one person might 
not be at all suitable for someone 
else, so instead of doling out a single, 
powerful drug, they try to tailor- 
make the cure for the individual illness. 

They operate like a regular clinic: 
you make an appointment, and they 
charge the amount of time you spend. 
Bates run from $30 to $50 per hour. 

Biofeedback Center of California, 319

Using tiny electronic sensors placed on 
the outside of the body, biofeedback 
Instructors can help a person modify 
or control internal agitation. The cen¬ 
ter has special weekend workshops;

a general instruction, $1; introductory 
four-week class, $45; intensive five- 
week class, $135; individual sessions 
by appointment, and personal prac¬ 
tice aids, $9.

Autogenic Health Center, 6401 Broad¬ 
way Terrace, Oakland 94618, 658- 
5923. This new center offers alter¬ 
native therapeutic techniques—biofeed¬ 
back, dance therapy, psychodrama 
and autogenic training in relaxation 
techniques, plus diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment of nutritional deficiencies. The 
staff, a mixture of doctors and non¬ 
professional practitioners, will begin 
a series of organized classes in March.

Jerry Rubin on health 

Cleanings from his about-to-be-published book 


Editors note: In August 1966, 
Jerry Rubin committed the first 
Yippie act without realizing it 
at the time* 

Subpoenaed by the House 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities to testify on anti¬ 
war stirrings of Berkeley's Viet¬ 
nam Day Committee, Rubin 
foreshadowed the Bicentennial 
by a decade by showing up 
at the hearings in the uni¬ 
form of an American Revolu¬ 
tionary War soldier and hand¬ 
ing out copies of the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence* ^ 

In I960, Rubin and seven 
others received what he called 
the “Academy Award of Pro¬ 
test," a federal indictment For 
conspiracy issued by Richard 
Nixons Justice Department, 
in recognition of their contri¬ 
butions to the 1968 Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention in 
Chicago* 

Rubin proceeded to write 
two semi - autobiographical 
books. Do Itf and We Are 
Everywhere , outlining his ex¬ 
periences as co-founder of the 
Youth International Party, ac¬ 
complished media manipulator 
and hero to untold thousands 
of disaffected American young 
people* 

Then, in the early 1970s, 
the spotlight on political super- 
stars began to grow dim as 
the broad antiwar movement 
dissipated* In 1972, Rubin, 
who had been living in New 


York, moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco, convinced that the path 
to finding himself lay in the 
personal growth movement. 

In typical Rubin fashion, he 
went at it full-tilt. In the past 
five years, by his account, he 
has “directly experienced est, 
gestalt therapy, bioenergetics, 
rolfing, massage, jogging, 
health foods, tai chi, Esalen, 
hypnotism, modem dance, 
meditation, Silva Mind Con¬ 
trol, Arica, acupuncture, sex 
therapy, Reichian therapy, and 
More House—a smorgasbord 
course in New Consciousness.” 

Next week, M* Evans and 
Co. will publish the latest 
installment in Rubin's auto¬ 
biography Growing (Up) at 37 
(208 pp*' $7.95). The follow¬

My Stomach 
or My Tongue? 

By Jerry Rubin 

very time I move into a 
yoga position, such as the 
shoulder stand, some part of 
my unconscious recalls the 
image of my mother dying of 
cancer at fifty-one. For two 
years, I went to the hospital 
every day and sat next to her 
bed, doing my college home¬ 
work. 

To the end she believed 
she had hepatitis and would 



recover, even though she kept 
getting weaker and losing 
weight; pound by pound, death 
ate her up* Her pain was so 
great that I found myself pray¬ 
ing for her to die. 

“Why is life so mean?" she 
would say. Then one day she 
died in my arms. “Bye, 
Mother,” I said. “I’m sorry,” 

The next year my father 
was fighting for breath in 
an oxygen tank. He was forty- 
nine, full of energy, spirit, 
drive; but he had had five 
heart attacks in three years, 
and now he was dying. The 
only treatment his doctor of¬ 
fered him over those years 
was pills, and postattack rushes 
to the oxygen tank. 

My father was emotionally 
upset at the time and needed 
some sort of psychiatric help. 
A healthy society might have 
saved him by providing a more 
su pporti v e en v i ronment; in¬ 
stead, he was left to die. 

To the doctor, my father was 
just another patient* “Look, 
Jerry, of course your father 
needs psychiatric help, but 
he can't afford it. If he goes 
to a psychiatrist, he will kill 
himself worrying about how 
he is going to get the money 
to pay for it.” Money to pay 
for it! My father is going to 
die because we can't afford 
to save his life* Western medi¬ 
cine had nothing to offer my 
father* Call it a heart attack, 
but he really died of the lone¬ 
liness, isolation, fear, and com¬ 
petitive pressures that marked 
his environment, and the total 
absence of anything that would 
encourage positive health. 

What a backward medical 
philosophy! Competitive life 
in America creates diseases 
and then doctors charge ex¬ 
orbitant fees to cure symptoms 
through surgery* and pills* l had 
spent two and a half years 
visiting my dying parents in 
hospitals and was appalled 
at the impersonal way they 
were treated by nurses* doc¬ 
tors, and the entire hospital 
bureaucracy* I considered their 
killers—cancer and heart at¬ 
tack—“social” diseases. I pro¬ 
mised myself not to die that 
way* 

But in the 1960 s I ignored 
my body, eating fast foods, 
taking drugs, forgetting to 
sleep* As Hal Jacobs once said, 
“You guys tried to give your 
body away in the 1960's. Now 
you are doing everything you 
can to get it back*" My body 
felt like a sack of potatoes; 
I weighed 160 pounds and 
people called me chubby. 

In examining my life, I be¬ 
gan with my body* I was kill¬ 
ing it with poor food and air. 
I had been programmed to 
equate growing old with suffer¬ 
ing and disintegration. But I 
am mv body* Everything I do 
to my body is reflected in 
how my body feels* I am what 
I eat. 1 kept a weekly record 
of the things I stuffed myself 
with: the sweets, rich foods, 
and bread that I love* My 
body became my teacher* My 
body moves at its own pace 
and knows its limits. I began 
to listen to all parts of it 
and to exercise. 

For a few years I cut out 
meat, sweets, and carbohy¬ 
drates, after conversations with 
a nonmedical healer, jack Solt- 
tanoff* I ate fruit, vegetables, 
fish, and chicken. Slowly, my 
sense of my body began to 
change. I felt in touch with 
my digestive process. I needed 
to sleep less. I lost thirty pounds 
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‘Our society teaches us that 
profits are a higher priority 
than health .

and looked and felt lean and 
trim, 

I entered the world of health 
food through Adelle Davis, 
She had me eating hamburgers 
for breakfast, followed by thirty 
vitamin pills. After each meal, 
Fd take out my pills and begin 
gulping them down. I can’t 
really say 1 felt any better, 
but I trusted Adelle Davis. 
Then she died of cancer ... I 
still take daily vitamins, even 
though my medical doctor tells 
me all they do is give me 
expensive urine. 

I love the thick taste of 
carrot juice, I feel it hit my 
blood stream at first swallow. 
So healthy, like drinking Nature 
itself. Then one day during 
a checkup my doctor gaped 
at my legs and said, '"You’ve 
turned orange—do you drink a 
lot of carrot juice?' 1 1 looked, 
and sure enough, my legs were 
orange. My * doctor assured 
me there was no harm in the 
condition as long as I didn’t 
mind orange legs. Not taking 
any chances, I cut out the 
carrot juice. 

I started reading and fol¬ 
lowing nutritionist J. Etodale 
until he died of a heart attack 
on Dick Cavetfs national tele¬ 
vision show in the midst of 
explaining how good nutrition 
guarantees a long life. 

All this was leading me to 
preventive medicine: the body 
as an energy system. The food 
we feed it is energy. Blocks 
slow down the energy. Tension 
is blocked energy*. That ten¬ 
sion enabled me to lead demon¬ 
strations against the System 
in the sixties. Now 1 want to 
learn to relax my tension, so 
that I can be active in a more 
relaxed, centered way—not to 
avoid tense situations, but to 
relax my systematic body ten¬ 
sion. 

My entire body is a living 
organism in a constant pro¬ 
cess of construction and de¬ 
struction. Disease is break¬ 
down, not an external invasion. 
The emphasis in preventive 
medicine is on breathing, on 
stimulating acupuncture me¬ 
ridian points for energy, re¬ 
laxation, and exercise. I fancied 
becoming an unlicensed doc¬ 


tor of positive health, serving 
people yoga and vitamin pills; 
offering pulse diagnosis and 
foot massages; prescribing jog¬ 
ging, meditation, and natural 
herbs. For a time 1 considered 
opening a health-food restau¬ 
rant called “Jerry V* Retired 
radical hangs around to discuss 
politics and internal health 
around the juice bar. 

My love affair with positive 
health was not without its 
lighter moments. When the 
acupuncture craze hit America, 
1 was an early adherent, I 
heard of a man I’ll call Dr. 
Fong in Riverdale, California, 
and I called him for an ap¬ 
pointment, He balanced my 
body energy (“chi’"), by stick¬ 
ing little needles in me. 1 feit 
great. I convinced my friend 
Rhoda to go for treatments. 

The weird thing about Dr. 
Fong is that he’s an alco¬ 
holic, He drinks whiskey stead¬ 
ily during the day and keeps 
a bottle on his desk to fortify 
himself before inserting the 
needles in you. 

He looked into Rhoda’s eyes, 
felt her pulse, and told her 
that she had cancer in both 
breasts, I gulped; tears welled 
in my eyes. Only thirty-four 
and cancer in both breasts! 
“Oh, Rhoda,” I said softly. 
But Dr. Fong moved to re¬ 
assure her. "Don’t worry, dear, 
because I will cure you with 
one acupuncture treatment,” 
I heaved a sigh of relief, Rhoda 
looked at us as if we were 
both loony, but as she sale, 
later, “I knew I wasn’t going 
to get out of there until both 
these men saw needles stuck 
in me.” 

Dr. Fong inserted fifteen 
needles from her ears down 
to her toes, twisted them a- 
round, and abruptly pro¬ 
nounced” Rhoda cured of can¬ 
cer. We left, I feeling contrite, 
Rhoda shaking her head. But 
before we left, Dr. Fong sole 
me a special supply of 200- 
year-old licorice-tasting ginseng 
cubes, which I was to take 
three times a day for con¬ 
tinued energy balance and long 
life. Acupuncture has its posi¬ 
tive points, but after that ex¬ 
perience I never returned to 


the good doctor, even though 
I know he’s a great acupunc¬ 
turist 

Medical doctors strike me 
as ignorant as to how a healthy 
body works. They know how 
to control or repair some dis¬ 
eased bodies, but their medi¬ 
cine is often worse than the 
disease. And what about the 
pressure and competitiveness 
of the pharmaceutical industry 
and the make-profits-quick mo¬ 
tives of the food corporations? 
Medical doctors put little or 
no emphasis on nutrition, ex¬ 
ercise, and energy balance. 
They are paid when we are 
sick, not when we are well. 
The new health consciousness 
of the Seventies places the 
emphasis on health rather than 
disease.... 

One day I saw someone do¬ 
ing yoga and joined in. Pretty 
soon I was going every day 
to the yoga institute. At first 
1 could hardly bend. My body 
was tight, blocked. But the yoga 
attitude toward change melted 
my resistance: you begin ex¬ 
actly where you are and move 
from there. No competition, 
no straining, no trying, no 
striving. Every mpve counts, 
every stretch stretches. I felt 
myself looser and looser , 

Through the body revolution 
we are discovering a human 
potential we never before im¬ 
agined. We can control our ner¬ 
vous system through our 
breathing. My mind, by tun¬ 
ing out outside distractions 
and listening to the world 
within, can harmonize with 
my breathing like a machine; 
it can actually bear all the 
parts of my body function. 

By their lives my parents 
told me that being sick is bet¬ 
ter than being healthy. Our 
society teaches us that profits 
are a higher priority than 
health. Every day now I am 
choosing to break my parental 
and the societal prohibition 
against being healthy; I am giv¬ 
ing myself permission to be 
healthy. 

At the age of thirty-seven 
I feel like twenty-five, because 
for the past five years I have 
eaten healthy foods, jogged, 
done yoga, taken sauna baths 
visited chiropractors, gone to 
acupuncturists. lam beginning 
to make my body my best 
friend. E

Rather than see ourselves as 
passive victims of microbe at¬ 
tack, felled by flu and crushed 
by the common cold, we must 
take active responsibility for 
our own health. 

Doctors do not have the 
responsibility to make sick peo¬ 
ple well, the authors argued. 
Instead, they are only a re¬ 
source. The healer with pri¬ 
mary responsibility for mak¬ 
ing you well is your own 
body. “Your body is a three 
million-year-old healer," they 
wrote, “Over three million 
years of evolution on this planet 
it has developed many ways 
to protect and heal itself," 

Furthermore, they said, there 
is a way to reduce greatly 
your chances of getting sick 
at all, and it doesn't involve 
a barrage of antibiotics or 
wearing a surgical mask at 
all times. How? Well, just 
relax. Really relax. Realize 
that your emotional states have 
a vast effect on your physical 
well-being. Remember that 
your mind and body are one. 

The Weil Body Book was 
viewed in medical circles as 
something of an aberration. 

44 We were completely outside 
the reach of the people we 
talked to," Bennett told me. 
Samuels said they “had to 
constantly define and defend 
what we were doing." 

Despite this skepticism, the 
book proved to be just what 
a large segment of the world 
had been waiting for. More 
than 80,000 copies have been 
sold, and it is still moving 
briskly. & 

The Well Body Book was the 
first popular expression of a 
trend away from conventional 
Western pill-popping toward 
alternative healing methods 
such as biofeedback, biorhy¬ 
thms, acupuncture, meditation 
and other techniques outside 
the conventional pale. The 
trend and what it encompasses 
has come to be known as 
holistic medicine, although 
Samuels and Bennett say they 
can't really define the term. 

“Presumably, it means tak¬ 
ing the whole person into ac¬ 
count," Bennett said, “but 
that's not what we Ye attempt¬ 
ing. What we want to do is 
put the tools in the hands of 
the patient." Bennett said he 
is afraid the book's message 
may somehow be distorted. 
The authors do not want to 
see more therapies, more “peo¬ 
ple doing things to people." 

Speaking of the “fragmenta¬ 
tion" among non-Westem ther¬ 
apies, Samuels told me, "This 
is not as useful for people 
as the basic attitude of realiz¬ 
ing that they are in control 
of their bodies by things they 
can learn and do.” 

The "things they can learn 
and do" are mostly concerned

with becoming attuned to the 
body and its feelings, Samuels 
and Bennett wrote, “We look 
upon tension as a message 
from your body telling you 
to get into better harmony 
with Nature. If the message is 
ignored, that same tension will 
open your body to disease. 
We tell you how to recognize 
these first messages, so that 
once you recognize them you 
can choose between disease 
or changing patterns in your 
life to achieve greater harmony 
and health." 

“Hal and I slid into pre¬ 
ventive medicine,” Samuels 


said. “WeYe not trying to eli¬ 
minate disease. Disease is a 
teacher. We got into learning 
skills to stay well instead of 
treating symptoms." 

Added Bennett, "It's not a 
matter of preventing illness, 
but creating health." 

Bennett and Samuels recom¬ 
mend creating health through 
a number of mental exercises. 
One of the techniques they 
emphasize is the "imaginary 
doctor," a self-created adviser 
who provides a route to your 
unconscious wisdom. You con¬ 
sult the "imaginary doctor" 
when you feel confused or 


A healthy dose of Dr. Hip 

e It must be that some people have the need to get colds/

r. Eugene Schoenfeld, bet¬ 
ter known as Dr, Hip¬ 
pocrates, first surfaced in 1968 
as the warm breezes of San 
Francisco's Summer of Love 
began to turn into an ice 
storm of drug overdose and 
misuse, Freakouts, malnutrition 
on an epidemic scale and the 
three horsemen of clap, syph 
and crabs. The American Medi¬ 
cal Association broadly dis¬ 
missed these lifestyle problems, 
but an alternative vanguard 
of physicians arose to establish 
free clinics and storefront hos¬ 
pitals, taking medicine out of 
plush waiting rooms filled with 
old copies of House & Gar¬ 
den and into the streets where 
the people were. Dr. Hip ex¬ 
tended this new humanism 
into a medical advice column 
in the Los Angeles Free Press, 
where he dealt with a bestiary 
of the strangest problems any 
doctor has ever had to face. 
People trusted Dr, Hip. 

Recently I ventured to Dr. 
SchoenfeId's slightly seedy city 
digs on Powell near the water¬ 
front to inquire after his opin¬ 
ion on our ability to heal 
ourselves—a subject viewed 
with skepticism by much of the 
medical establishment. Here is 
part of what he told me: 

“Assuming that people eat 
properly and get sufficient rest, 
then almost all illness comes 
from emotional stress. In the 
case of infectious diseases it 
makes people vulnerable to or¬ 
ganisms that are always a- 
round. For instance, some peo¬ 
ple get colds a lot and other 
people exposed to the same 
influences never get colds. It 
must be that some people have 
the need to get colds, I know 
a woman who runs an adver¬ 
tising agency in San Francisco 
with her husband, and the only 
time she gets colds is when 
she's been working very hard 
and she can't take a break 
because she feels guilty about 
taking any time off. When 


she's sick, she has to stop, 
so her colds are caused by her 
need for a rest. 

“If you have allergies, you Ye 
probably more allergic at times 
when you're under stress, so 
you Ye more susceptible to these 
allergens. Probably there are 
true allergens, so that you'd 
be more allergic to cat fur, say, 
than to a particular food. But 
you'd be more allergic to it 
at times when you're under 
stress. Asthma usually comes 
at times when you Ye under 
stress—usually emotional stress, 
though sometimes physical 
stress—so your bronchials con¬ 
tract and you wheeze, very 
often in the middle of a stress¬ 
ful conversation. There are 
many diseases like this that are 
clearly psychogenic in origin— 
and the ones which aren't clear¬ 
ly psychogenic in origin may 
be because we don't recognize 
what the causal factors are, 

“There are instances, of 
course, where the introduction 
of a foreign virus into the com¬ 
munity, in the absence of any 
kind of stress, will cause dis¬ 
ease, In the example of the 
Eskimos, measles was intro¬ 
duced into the community and 
ran rampant through the pop¬ 
ulation. For those people it 
was a very virulent experience. 
We, of course, would not have 
the same kind of experience 
since we have more resistance 
to that kind of illness. Usually, 
though, it's a combination of 
a bacteria or a virus and some 
kind of lowered resistance, 
usually caused by stress. 

“Take cold sores—people al¬ 
ways ask me about cold sores. 
They always develop in the 
mouth, or the area of the 
mouth, at certain times — at 
times of stress, either when the 
person is physically ill or under 
emotional stress. And there are 
all kinds of remedies. When 
I was doing my column I 
asked people to send in their 
remedies for cold sores and I 
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anxious about your health, 
and the “doctor” provides help 
in resolving your inner con¬ 
flicts* 

The authors also recommend 
visualization—creating a men¬ 
tal image of your body as 
healthy or, when part of your 
body Feels bad, visualizing it 
as vibrant and sound. This 
mental exercise, they believe, 
will “activate millions of brain 
cells which send out signals 
for healing energy/ 1 

Possibly the cornerstone to 
the book's approach is em¬ 
phasis on relaxation* “In 1973, 
Hal and I made an intuitive 


statement, prophesying that one 
day relaxation would be a basic 
tool of healing,” Samuels said, 
pointing to the enormous pop¬ 
ularity of Herbert Benson’s 
recent book. The Relaxation 
Response , as further valida¬ 
tion of this idea* The relaxa¬ 
tion exercises presented in The 
Well Body Book , the authors 
feel, are “key. skills in pre¬ 
ventive medicine and basic 
tools for healing*" 

The book also contains di¬ 
rections on how to perform a 
simple physical examination 
and a discussion of symptoms 
and treatment for many corn- 


got a hundred different replies, 
all different. People were re¬ 
commending rubbing vitamin 
E on the sore, or zinc oxide 
or camphophenique. What 
turned out was that it didn’t 
matter what they were doing— 
if they believed in the cure, 
then it worked* So it was the 
belief. 

“In the November 6 issue 
of the New England Journal 
of Medicine there was an edi¬ 
torial by Dr. Albert Sabin, of 
the Sabin polio vaccine, where 
he’s talking about herpes sores* 
He goes into a long, detailed 
explanation of DNA and the 
viruses at the nerve roots and 
it’s like, here he’s lost in the 
thicket and he’s talking about 
all these cures that don’t work 
and I was really upset. Here’s 
this really renowned scientist 
who doesn’t realize that the 
only way to deal with cold 
sores, based on our present 
knowledge, is to either pre¬ 
vent them or when people get 
cold sores to tell them that 
prayer, or meditation, or sauna 
baths, or taking a trip in the 
country is going to be more 
effective than any salves, or 
using dyes and fluorescent light, 
or any of these mumbo-jumbo 
cures that have turned up 
lately* 

“Now, if I have one head¬ 
ache a year, I know some¬ 
thing’s wrong* I simply don’t 
have headaches. Of course, 
if you have only one head¬ 
ache a year, you can either 
figure out what’s wrong, or you 
can take a couple of aspirin. 
But if someone is continually 
troubled by headaches, then 
perhaps something like bio- 
feedback is the answer* Of 
course, it’s also been found 
that a way of dealing with 
headaches is to raise the tem¬ 
perature in the hands. Simply 
by raising the temperature, 
the headache goes away* Now, 
this is to me a fabulous dis¬ 
covery; not only because it 
effectively deals with head¬ 



aches, but because it also shows 
that we can control functions 
of the body which we pre¬ 
viously thought were beyond 
voluntary control—like dilating 
the smooth muscles and blood 
vessels* 

“When acupuncture first ap¬ 
peared I read with great in¬ 
terest reports of its effective¬ 
ness* It seemed as if there 
was a lot of evidence that 
acupuncture might be a very 
good anesthetic, that people 
could undergo all sorts of 
operations just with acupunc¬ 
ture. Then there was a study 
which appeared recently from 
the University of Florida done 
by a group of physicians, in¬ 
cluding one Chinese physician, 
who found that acupuncture 
worked, but it didn’t matter 
where you put the needles. 
Now that's really curious— 
don’t know what to make of 
that* Maybe it’s a placebo, 
but I don’t know—that’s just 
one study* However it works, 
it’s certainly a lot safer than 
using all the drugs and gases 
that are used in anesthesia* 

“A woman friend of mine 
recently gave me a copper 
bracelet to wear* l said, "Why 
do you want me to wear a 
copper bracelet?’ She said, it 
prevents arthritis.’ I said, i 
don’t have arthritis! And I 
don’t expect to get arthritis!’ 
It’s like saying, ’See, I wore 
this bracelet and I didn’t get 
arthritis* See, it works*’ " □ 


mon diseases* Although Sam¬ 
uels and Bennett emphasize 
the use of your own healing 
powers, they do not discourage 
visits to the doctor if that is 
what you feel you need. “A 
person takes responsibility for 
whatever happens to him/’ 
said Bennett, “including going 
to the doctor*" 

After the success of the book, 
the authors realized they had 
not exhausted their thoughts 
on the topics introduced in 
that volume. In 1974 they 
published Spirit Guides: Access 
to Inner Worlds , which Sam¬ 
uels said concerns “getting 
in touch with your inner voice*" 
That same year saw the pub¬ 
lication of Be Well , which is 
essentially a sequel and sup¬ 
plement to The Well Body 
Book * 

"Be Well is a strange book. 
It’s the easiest book to read, 
but the material is the most 
complex/’ Samuels says* Be 
Well takes the ideas in The 
Well Body Book to their logi¬ 
cal conclusion: becoming ill 
is a matter of choice* Ac¬ 
cording to its first chapter. 
Be Well is about “recognizing 
your inborn healing abilities 
and learning what you can 
do to free them to work at 
their best* It is about learn¬ 
ing to be well*" 

According to Samuels and 
Bennett, that means learning to 
heed body signals that indi¬ 
cate everything is not right. 
The authors say illness is noth¬ 
ing more than “a late sig¬ 
nal for change*” Earlier sig¬ 
nals, in such forms as a de¬ 
sire to spend the day in the 
mountains, have been sent but 
disregarded until illness results. 
Samuels and Bennett recom¬ 
mend that you choose ease over 
dis-ease (as they spell it in 
Be Well). “Once you make 
the decision for ease/' they say, 
“and experience it in your 
imagination, your natural im¬ 
pulse is to make choices in 
your life which will main¬ 
tain that ease." Dis-ease, for 
the authors, “need not be 
looked upon as an evil thing 
coming from outside you. On 
the contrary, it is a feeling 
or a condition coming from 
inside you to tell you to alter 
the path you are presently on."

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A planet-wide mutation 

Theodore Roszak suggests we are at the brink of an 
evolutionary leap 


UNFINISHED ANIMAL: THE 
AQUARIAN FRONTIER AND 
THE EVOLUTION OF CON¬ 
SCIOUSNESS, by Theodore 
Roszak, Harper 6c Row, 271 pp., 
$10, hardbound. 

e are living in a time of 
spiritual revival, especially 
here in California where mysti¬ 
cal visions proliferate. From 
Pentecostal Christianity to Hare 
Krishna, from Jungian arche¬ 
types to the Tarot pack, from 
UFOs to occult magic, the 
freeways to cosmic awareness 
are jammed bumper to bumper 
with charismatic gurus and 
their ardent disciples. 

"This rising curiosity for 
the marvelous/" writes Theo¬ 
dore Roszak, constitutes "an 
authentically spiritual quest, 
which has been driven into a 
variety' of unorthodox channels 
by the rigidity of conventional 
religion in the Western world.” 
It represents "a planet-wide 
mutation of mind which prom¬ 
ises to liberate energies of 
will and resources, of vision 
long maturing in the depths 
of our identity',” 

Roszak, a scholarly maverick 
at California State University 
at Hayward, attempts to chart 
the spiritual paths which stretch 
across the ".Aquarian Frontier"" 
of our times. As in his earlier 
works, Where the Wasteland 
Ends (1972) and the more 
popular The Making of the 
Counterculture (1969), Roszak 
argues that the secularized 
consciousness of the modem 
world has devastated the spir¬ 
itual life of the human species 
and left the bulk of mankind 
wandering through a wilder¬ 
ness of technological plastic 
and newspeak. 

In Unfinished Animal , Ros¬ 
zak moves from an indictment 
of the dominant technology' 
toward a more positive af¬ 
firmation of the new spiritual¬ 
ism. He suggests the human 
species now stands at the brink 
of an evolutionary leap that 
will catapult the entire race 
into a new realm of heightened 
consciousness. This spiritual 
metamorphosis, according to 
Roszak, demonstrates as funda¬ 
mental an alteration of human 
culture as the invention of 
language itself. 

"The task of our generation/" 
Roszak declares, "is to be . . . 
pathfinders of an evolutionary 
transition/" It is imperative 
therefore to distinguish authen¬ 
tic visionary insight from the 
gi b ber ish t h a t accomp a nies 
much of the new spiritualism, 
and Roszak seeks legitimacy 
L and guidance from the sacred 
wisdom of traditional religions. 

While encouraging spiritual 
adventure, Roszak remains crit¬ 
ical of a host of "schlock- 
meisters” like Uri Geller, split- 
brain surgeons and academic 
theologians who have eviscer¬ 
ated, secularized or banalized 
the sacred meaning of spiritual 
transcendence. "How sad it is/" 
Roszak laments, "if Geller is 
in fact among the authentic 
psychics, that we must * . , 
see these potentialities of mind 
reduced to their lowest com¬ 
mercial terms and treated as 
show business amazements in¬ 
distinguishable from the stage 
magicians stock in trade."" Im¬ 


agine the Lord God of Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, he asks, 
devoting his energy to bending 
spoons and stopping watches. 

Roszak "s skepticism about 
miracle workers and instant 
panaceas hinges upon a gran¬ 
diose cosmic vision that begins 
at the dawn of human evolu¬ 
tion. He proposes—in what is 
more a metaphysical metaphor, 
than a historical event—that 
the earliest human beings {‘"The 
Few""} possessed a heightened 
spiritual awareness that linked 
mortal humanity to a trans¬ 
cendent sense of self-perfec¬ 
tion. 

This mystical experience 
formed a "nonmateriai” cul¬ 
ture, what Roszak describes 


as "a subtle mindscape of 
myths and rituals, of cosmic 
wanderings and spectral ex¬ 
plorations, of dance, chant, 
and rapture. 11 By contrast to 
this spirit world, the carnival 
of psychics today often seems 
hopelessly mundane. 

Roszak traces the mystical 
vision of these metaphorical 
ancestors through the ""Hidden 
Wisdom" of more modem spir¬ 
itualists. Arguing that Darwin¬ 
ian evolutionary theory is too 
mindless to be meaningful, he 
suggests that alternative evo¬ 
lutionary traditions provide 
guidance for contemporary vis¬ 
ionaries. He describes the work 
of Madame Rlavatsky, Rudolf 
Steiner and George Gurdjieff 
as important predecessors of 
the new consciousness, and he 
concludes that the current spir¬ 
itual renaissance represents the 
beginning of a new era for the 
human race. "The bomb has 
already dropped,"" he quotes 
from a Berkeley graffito, "and 
we are the mutants/' 

"The way forward/" Ros¬ 
zak insists, "is inevitably the 
way inward.” Human con¬ 
sciousness has reached the limits 
of rational inquiry and sec¬ 
ular manipulation. The Aquar¬ 
ian Frontier, promising fresh 
waters for our parched civi¬ 
lization, exists as a transcend¬ 
ent reality beyond secular time 
and space, blending the sacred 
and the profane in a cosmic 
unity that incorporates all hu¬ 
manity. 

Roszak’s vision is both des¬ 
criptive and apocalyptic, and 
these two dimensions easily 
blur together, in arguing for 
transcendent meaning, he dis¬ 
tinguishes between contempor¬ 
ary alternatives, criticizes fal¬ 
lacies and flaws in various 
movements and establishes 
broad ground rules for deter¬ 
mining authentic insight. Such 
analysis is generally valuable 
and discriminating, though 
readers will wonder whether 
Roszak relies too much on his 
head rather than his heart. 

The concept of psychic evo¬ 
lution, however, becomes too 
murky to be helpful and too 


tenuous to be convincing. 
Though Roszak acknowledges 
its metaphorical intent, he 
sometimes uses the idea as a 
historical reality. Yet the no¬ 
tion of returning to a primal 
sacred vision does not require 
an evolutionary framework or 
a sense of psychic progression. 

Despite these problems, Un¬ 
finished Animal is an impor¬ 
tant and provocative work. 
Overcoming the constraints of 
his prose, Roszak turns to 
poetry in the end to convey 
his own transcendence: 

“I have it on good authority 
that west of this 
cloud-bound coast 
there are islands 
beyond the islands. ” ■

An X-rated Star Trek 

Frenetic word-dazzle on the perils of electromagnetic pollution 


AG/DC* Heathcote Williams, 
The Magic Theater, 1618 Cali¬ 
fornia, SR Thurs.-Sun.

H eathcote Williams's drama 
AC/DC may very well be 
brilliant, but so what? Bril¬ 
liance isn't a virtue unto it¬ 
self, nor does it necessarily 
indicate, ipso facto, that an 
activity is worthwhile. There 
can, for example, be “brilliant" 
new ways to manufacture hair¬ 
pins, operate gas chambers 
or sell soup. In a theatrical 
context, brilliance might in¬ 
clude technical craftsmanship, 
an original use of language 
or an exceptional performance, 
none of which guarantees an 
enlightening or even an inter¬ 
esting evening—which brings 
me back to AC/DC, a play that 
manages to be simultaneously 
brilliant, dull and nauseating. 

A treatise on the ubiquitous 
“media overload" that numbs 
our tender brains, AC/DC makes 
its own contribution to the 
glut with a cascade of schizo¬ 
phrenic visuals and verbiage. 
This abrasive display premiered 
in London in 1970 when Wil¬ 
liams, a British journalist, was 
29. The playwright had pre¬ 
viously written only one other 
drama, a short, violent one- 
act, The Local Stigmatic , pro¬ 
duced in 1965, 

At the time he created ACf 
DC, Williams was best known 
for his book The Speakers, 
a remarkable, highly praised 
piece of novelistic journalism 
that examines the lives and 
records the speeches of Lon¬ 
don's Hyde Park orators. One 
of the “speakers" is an am¬ 
phetamine-popping, violent 
but charismatic Irishman named 
MacGuinness, with whom Wil¬ 
liams formed a deep emotional 
friendship. MacGuinness, a 
paranoid/schizophrenie, often 
spoke of having “wires" in his 
head. It was evidently this 
contact that inspired Wtl- 
Liams-’s fascination with clair¬ 
voyance in madness as well as 
some of the stew of techno¬ 
logical jargon and scatological 
glee that runs through AC/DC.. 
Divided into two acts, AC 


(Alternating Current) and DC 
(Direct Current), the play be¬ 
gins with a pair of “week¬ 
end heads" (Suzanne Kell am 
and John Vickery). These two, 
along with their friend Sadie 
(Jessica Epstein), are having 
a "Mongolian cluster fuck" 
in the photomat machine of 
an amusement arcade. Two 
other characters enter, schizo¬ 
phrenic Maurice (John Nesci) 
who repairs the pinball ma¬ 
chines, and his friend/lover 
Perowne (Chris Brooks). Per- 
owne is in sad shape, suffer¬ 
ing from "electromagnetic pol¬ 
lution” or “media rash" caused 
by too much secondhand input 
such as excessive television 
watching. 

In the second act, Sadie, 
disenchanted with her shallow 
friends, returns with the men 
to Maurice s apartment, where 
TV sets compete with hundreds 
of celebrity photographs: Bob 
Dylan, Elvis Presley, Sharon 
Tate and so forth. Once there, 
Sadie tries to clear the clutter 
in Perowne's mind by literally 
attempting to masturbate his 
“reverberations into neutral." 
After that lengthy, sweaty ex¬ 
ercise, she decides to give her 
patient a hole in the head 
to let the good vibes in or 
the bad vibes out, whatever 
you prefer. 

The only reason I know 
even this much about the play 
is that I read it. The Magic 
Theater production, under the 
diddling direction of John Lion, 
renders Williams s difficult play 
incomprehensible. Only a mas¬ 
termind, for example, could 
tell by looking at the stage 
that the first act, which Lion 
sets in silver and white sterility, 
is supposed to take place in a 
grungv arcade full of flashing 
pinball machines, while the 
second act should be in a room 
jammed with playing TV sets. 
Now this isn't just a matter 
of choosing one set over an¬ 
other. Williams s settings, meant 
to reflect the chaos in the minds 
of his characters, are an im¬ 
portant element in the play. 

Scenery, however, is only 
one of Lion's problems. The 
show is weakly paced, with 
the actors often speaking in a 


slow, mechanistic monotone. 
It's particularly difficult to 
understand Brooks, who softly 
mumbles his way through half 
the evening. 

Lion also presumptuously 
alters the ending of the play. 
Williams describes the last 
scene as “optimistic,” a “leap 
into future pressures, future 
speech patterns," but evidently 
Lion knows better and ends the 
play with Perowne reduced to 
suckling infancy. There is, of 
course, such a thing as direc¬ 
torial license, but I thought that 
was used to elucidate the au¬ 
thor's intentions, not eradicate 
them. 

Whether Williams’s fecund 
creation really deserves resus¬ 
citation is another matter. De¬ 
spite its frenetic word-dazzle, 
AC/DC just doesn't hang to¬ 
gether. Dramatic connections 
and interactions are minimal, 
often making the play seem 
like a series of splayed mono¬ 
logues that have the sick feet 
of intimate nightmares. Along 
with valid warnings on the 
dangers of "media smog," (at 
one point Maurice pisses on a 
TV set), there's a lot of philo¬ 
sophical mumbo jumbo, a flaky 
anxiousness to shock, as well 
as several drearily simplistic 
epigrams like “No emotion's 
worth having twice" and 
“Madness is wasted on mad¬ 
men," (In an interview pub¬ 
lished in the Viking Press edi¬ 
tion of the play, Williams 
said he's opposed to R. D. Laing 
because Laing is still trying to 
“cure" people.) 

Ultimately, the only way for 
me to judge.a play with so 
many disturbing and bizarre 
elements is to decide whether 
the place I get to is worth 
the journey. In the case of 
AC/DC, the little bit of drama 
and the few original ideas 
didn't begin to compensate 
for my boredom, churning sto¬ 
mach and queasy mind. 

If you plan to see AC/DC, 
you should give it at least a 
cursory reading first so you'll 
know what's going on. The Vik¬ 
ing hardcover is available at 
the main branch library, and 
it's also in a Bantam paper¬ 
back called Life ShowM
